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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-9 are presented for examination. Claim 1 has been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claim 1 , the limitations disclose a process performed by installer's manual 
action, which is directed to a judicial exception to 35 U.S.C. 101, i.e., natural 
phenomenon. It is apparently that the limitations do not fall within any one of the 
category of statutory subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Myer et al. (US 6,574,234). 

6. As per claims 1 and 3-6, Myer teaches the invention substantially as claimed 
including a process for assembling a group of networked elements controlling 
equipment of a building, wherein when the elements are in a learning mode [col. 7, lines 
10-16 & 53-62], a first action exerted by an installer on one of the elements is 
interpreted as an interrogation of the element concerning the element's state of 
membership in the group (included-excluded) and triggers the emission of an 
information signal regarding its state [col. 8, lines 15-34], and a following action exerted 
by an installer on this element is interpretable as an order for modifying the element's 
state of membership in the group [col. 8, lines 34-55; col. 18, line 53 - col. 19, line 55]. 

7. Myer teaches all limitations except manual action. However, it would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
manually perform those steps because Myer already disclosed the assembling 
procedure. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to modify Myer's 
assembling process with human actions to enable the process under human control. 



8. As per claim 2, Myer teaches the element emits this information signal during a 
timeout (T') [col. 19, lines 10-20]. 
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9. As per claim 7, Myer teaclies a pulse engendered manually on a program 
relating to this element [col. 8, lines 34-55; col. 18, line 53 - col. 19, line 55]. 

1 0. As per claims 8 and 9, since they are system claims of claims 1 -7, they are 
rejected for the same basis as claims 1-7 above. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the newly added limitations have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See paragraph 4 and 
5 of this action for details.
